REP ORD 
Superintending School Committee 
; OF THE 
Town of Rollinsford, for the Year Ending 
March, 1882. 


Another school year has closed with results which are in a high 
degree, satisfactory. The well directed efforts of able teachers 
have secured to us advancement in all our schools which is yery 
vratifying to contemplate. 

It appears that the agents have faithfully discharged their duties; 
by using a dilligence and care in selecting their teachers, which 
oftimes is unheeded. At any rate, those whom they have selected, 
Ihave proved themselves instructors of good abilities, well fitted for 
their duties, whose aims have been high and the results of whose 
labors have been good. 

The growing tendency in all our districts, to retain teachers for 
several terms, after they have proved themselves faithful and effi- 
cient, show results which are apparent in the advancement of all 
the schools. 

It takes time for teachers to acquire a proper knowledge of the 
constitutional tendencies of each and every one of the pupils 
under their charge; to gain an insight into all of their peculiarities, 
—their intellectual defects and excellencies; to know what method 
to adopt to arouse in each an ambition to accomplish ends which 
are worthy, or to check or smother forever, tendencies which can 
be to them of no lasting good. Such a knowledge of their pupils, 
is clearly necessary to ali teachers, in order, efficiently, to ad- 
minister to them such food, as their youthful minds can assimilate. 
The same suggestion or explanation which throws light upon the 
pathway of the one, leaves his brother companien in the dark. 
The avenues to the minds of the different scholars are necessarily 
various; and the unskillful teacher, who should endeavor to ad- 
minister to each, exactly the same instruction, in precisely the 
same way, could have hopes of no better results, than the physician 
who might attempt to restore the many and variously afflicted of 
mankind with pills of exactly the same construction. Constitu- 
tional tendencies and peculiarities have to be heeded in both 
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instances, and unless teachers have had long experience as in- 
structors, or a knowledge of human nature bevond the average of 
mankind, many of their early efforts in new schools will be lost in 
gaining this knowledge of their pupils. 

There is still a lack of proper furniture, blackboards, maps ete., 
in the most of our schoolrooms. We have spoken of this de- 
ficiency before, but have failed to see the improvement in this 
direction we had hoped for. <A sl{ght outlay for such needed arti- 
cles oftimes makes great difference in the progress of a year. The 
question of providing the school rooms with the modern improve- 
ments in school furniture and apparatus, should be raised and dis- 
cussed at every school meeting; a proper amount of money set 
apart for such purposes, with instructions given to the Agents to 
procure such, as—aftera due consideration of the wants of tho 
school—is found to be needed. 


The old school house is District No. 5 still stands,—a monument 
of ugliness, inconvenience and suffering. We believe it has every 
thing that can be imagined to condemn it, and not even one re- 
deeming quality. The hideous old pile of decayed lumber casts 
a chill over every one who thinks of entering its uninviting door- 
way. 

It isin no way adapted for a school house, and it is a source of 
torture to be obliged to remain within its walls for any length of 
time. The wind can whistle through it in a manner, most uncom- 
fortable, and its method of being heated is such, that it is necessary 
to cook some of the smaller scholars in order to keep the larger 
ones from freezing. The room is not unfrequently filled with 
smoke, necessitating the lowering of windows and the opening of 
doors, even in the coldest days to allow it to escape. As we have 
before remarked it has no conveniences; no blackboards fit for use: 
no apparatus of any kind. Gloomy must be the school lives of 
children, forced to spend their early years within such walls. 
Difficult must be the teacher’s task, to interest and instruct with 
such obstacles to oppose. Z’houghtless must be those, whose duty 
it is to furnish to those children a suitable building, within which 
to lay the foundation of their education. 

We have thoaght it unnecessary to speak particularly of every 
teacher, inasmuch as we should have to say substantially the same 
about each one. They are all deserving to be spoken of in terms 
of commendation, and we can only hope that another year will 
find us with an equally efficient corps of instructors.
